Archaeologists debate past, future of historic remains

On the afternoon of July 28, 
1996, two young college stu- 
dents were wading in the 
Columbia River to watch a 
hydroplane race near the town 
of Kennewick, Wash., when 
they stumbled upon something 
unexpected — a human skull. 

Thinking that the skull might 
be the remains of a murder vic- 
tim, the students hid in some 
nearby bushes and called the 
Kennewick police. 

Investigations led to further 


low waters, the bitter dispute 
over his bones remains unprece- 
dented, according to archaeolo- 
gists. One question is for 
archaeologists: Is Kennewick 
Man a Native American or a 
European vistor? 

But another questien is: Do 
Kennewick Man’s remains 
belong to his descendants, or to 
science? 

Discussion about the Ken- 
newick Man, digging up bones 
and burial rights were the main

Does paper really get recycled?

All 10 Andover Public Schools and most of 
the private schools are recycling their paper and 
other recyclables. Do recyclables really get recy- 
cled? They certainly do, paper in particular. 

Recycling has hit the global marketplace. The 
paper from Andover could be shipped to local 
mills or as far away as China. The Chinese have 
built large, modern mills to use recycled paper. 
By 2010, China will account for 20 percent of the 
demand for the world’s recycled paper but has 
only 4 percent of the world’s forests, according to 


one recycling expert. 


Andover recycled almost 3,000 tons of paper 
last year. The paper collected in Andover gets 
sorted and baled in Lawrence. From there it may 
go to a Massachusetts mill in Fitchburg, Natick 
or Haverhill to make “paperboard,” which is used 
for cereal and cracker boxes. Some of our paper

Brouhaha on Bailey 


ZBA: Homeowner not running business in neighborhood 


By Greta Cuyler 

Despite neighbors’ accusa- 
tions that a Bailey Road man is 
operating a noisy business from 
his yard, the man is not doing 
anything illegal on his residen- 
tial property, says Andover’s 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The zoning board found no 
evidence of a business operat- 
ing on the premises. 

John Martellucci of 96 Bai- 
ley Road has been at odds with 
neighbors since 1997, when he 
was denied a permit to have a 
contractor’s yard on his proper- 
ty. 

Neighbors say he is running 

a landscaping operation from 
his home anyway. They say his 
operation begins at 7 a.m., 
Monday through Saturday. A 
vocal group spoke at the Oct. 6 
ZBA meeting, complaining 
about dust, dirt, noise and 
smells they say are constant nui- 
sances. 

“It’s a full-fledged commer- 
cial business run in (a single res- 
idence) C zone,” said Peter 
Caruso ITI, the Andover attorney 
representing the aggrieved 
neighbors. 

Martellucci owns 6.08 acres 
of land and claims he is legally 
entitled to grow plants and other 
horticultural products on his 
property for use in his off- 
premises landscaping business, 
Pine Grove Landscaping. His 
attorney, Frank DiLuna, said 
Massachusetts law entitles 
homeowners an agricultural 
exception if they own in excess 
of five acres of land. As for the 
work on his property, Martelluc- 
ci said he is improving his own 
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ere ad

The ZBA agreed with 
Martellucci’s claim. “The fact 
of the matter is if you're clean- 
ing up your lawn, you can bring 
in a wood chipper and you can 
do that every day,” said ZBA 
Chairman Daniel Casper during 
the board’s deliberation. “It 
makes you a lousy neighbor and 
a rotten person, but it doesn’t 
violate anything.” 

Stephen Pytka, whose 9 Lan- 
gley Road property abuts the 
back of Martellucci’s property, 
said he has listened for years to 
the daily loading of trucks with 
firewood and mulch and hears 
backhoes and tractors regularly, 
“The rub is that this is a single- 
family residential area,” he said. 
“You have a right to peace and 
quiet and to enjoy your back- 
yard.” 

Other neighbors defended 
Martellucci at the Oct. 8 hear- 
ing. Kirsten Clarke of 125 Bai- 
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ley Road called Martellucci a 
wonderful neighbor and said the 
complaints are “kind of a 
vendetta against Jack.” 

“It sounds like a Langley 
Road lynching,” said Todd 
Bateson of 94 Bailey Road. 

Martellucci says his business 
includes picking up and deliver- 
ing firewood and wood chips to 
customers. He also mows lawns 
and does snowplowing. He 
claims that he does not sell 
inventory from the Bailey Street 
property. 

Building Inspector Kaija 
Gilmore has found no evidence 
of a commercial business in 
operation on Martellucci’s prop- 
erty. Neither did the ZBA, 
which made a site visit to the 
property on Oct. 8. Members 
did see several commercial 
vehicles on the site, but storage 
of those vehicles is allowed 
under a 1997 special permit. 
The other on-site vehicles, 
including a tractor, are for use 
on his personal property, said 
Martellucci. 

Neighbors had argued that 
Martellucci does not have an 
agricultural exception. Caruso 
claimed that because the power 
company has an easement on 
several acres of the property 
(there are towers on the land), 
the usable amount of agricultur- 
al property is less than four 
acres. The town is not taxing 
him on full acreage. 

Martellucci and his attorney 
allowed Caruso on a tour of his 
property last Saturday during 
the ZBA site visit, but refused to 
admit his neighbors. 

“The abutters don’t have any 
right to be on site,” said DiLuna. 
“It’s neater, simpler and cleaner 
to have just the attorney pre- 
sent.” 

But Caruso disagreed. “The 
site walk is an extension of a 
public hearing,” he said. “Abut- 
ters have a fundamental right to 
see the property.” 

Langley Road neighbors 
Pytka and John Vumbaco invit- 
ed all interested parties onto 
their properties. 

The ZBA unanimously voted 
against Martellucci’s request for 
a modification to a 1997 ZBA 
ruling, which Martellucci 
believes authorized him to run a 
landscaping business. 

“I don’t want to address 
whether or not they can run a 
landscaping business. I don’t 
think that’s our purview,” said 
Casper. 

But Casper said the board’s 
1997 ruling did not grant 
Martellucci permission to run a 
business from his property.

and the Battle for the Native 
American Identity, brought the 
unique story of Kennewick Man 
up close and personal for an 
Andover audience to discover. 

“The pivotal issue over these 
bones is not about religion or 
science,” Thomas said. “It’s 
about politics, control and 
power. It’s not about philoso- 
phy.” 

Since his bones were found. 
Kennewick Man has led scien- 
tists, Native Americans and the 
federal government into a web of 
controversy over the ownership 
rights of human remains 

Governing the broader debate 
is a law that was passed by Con- 
gress in 1990. The Native Amer- 
ican Graves Protection and 
Repatriation Act (NAGPRA) 
requires museums, on a case-by- 
case basis, to repatriate bones, 
funerary objects and sacred arti 
facts if a plausible claim to them 
is made by tribal descendants or 
culturally affiliated groups 

All institutions receiving fed- 
eral money are subject to NAG- 
PRA, and have ceased showcas- 
ing human skulls and bones. 
They have an obligation to look 
for modern day descendants and 
return ancestors’ bones and arti- 
facts for proper burial. This act 
has prompted the Phillips Acad- 
emy’s Peabody Museum on 
Main Street to research its own 
collection. 

No longer housing human 
bones, the Peabody Museum has 
become an active participant in 
repatriation. 

“It's been an interesting 15 
years,” said Malinda Blustain. 
museum director. “When I began 
my training as an archaeologist, 
we had absolutely no connection 
with native communities. But 
you cannot blame the Native 
American tribes for feeling hos- 
tile towards us. If someone came 
along and dug up your grand- 
mother and put her in a box on a 
shelf in a museum, how would 
you feel? The very idea of an 
archaeologist was someone who 
takes and never gives back.” 

Over the years, Blustain said, 
the Peabody has been able to 
forge good relationships with the 
tribes it deals with. The museum 
has helped return thousands of 
bones to the rightful descen- 
dants. Blustain also noted the 
Peabody played a large role in a 
historical repatriation in 1999,

in the town of Kennewick, James 
Chatters, concluded the skull’s 
long narrow face, receding cheek 
bones, high chin and square jaw 
had the features of an early pio- 
neer. The picture of Kennewick 
Man began to change after Chat- 
ters enlisted the help of another 
anthropologist, who noted that 
the skeleton’s pelvis was punc- 
tured by a spear that seemed like 
a type of spearhead made in 
ancient America some 9,000 
years ago. The discovery raised a 
Serious question, since most sci- 
entists believe that Europeans 
did not arrive in the new world 
before 1000 AD when the 
Vikings began to explore the 
continent

Five Andover High varsity sports teams 
played Tuesday afternoon and night — and 
all five beat the elements (rain) and their 
opponent.

The sound of classic rock and stu- 
dents polishing up their scales is back at 
Wood Hill Middle School this year and, 
says principal Patrick Bucco, it is just as 
vital to the curriculum as reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic. 

This fall, as schools take back some 
programs lost after the 2002-03 school 
year, even students hitting the wrong 
notes 1s music to many listeners’ ears at 
Wood Hill Middle.

Veterinarians hold profes- 
sional licences and insurance: 
they are not licensed to super- 
vise violent teens. 

Shelters wishing to accom- 
modate veterinarians will have 
to work out with those vets in 
advance safeguards for the vet- 
erinarians’ licenses and insur- 
ance. 

I doubt that the shelter’s 
insurers would permit this use 
without additional insurance. 
Notifying the insurer would be 
critical as you wouldn't want to 
find the policy being canceled if 
such an offender hurt an animal 
or a staff member or other vol- 
unteer, set a fire, etc. and the 
Shelter were sued or a claim 
laid. 

Torturing animals is not a 
disorder that can be fixed by 
having children take care of ani- 
mals. This is a serious psychi- 
atric disfunction that requires 
ongoing psychiatric care. 
Accordingly, the risk to the shel- 
ter of accepting such offenders 
On its premises is too great, 
because the shelter would need 
to have an appropriate mecha- 
nism to ensure that the offender:

I don’t see how animal shel- 
ters can possibly provide this 
kind of mechanism - mone} 
donated is to ensure the animals 
are safe and surrounded by lov- 
ing people who might want to 
adopt or care for them — the 
money is not donated for the 
purpose of caring for violent 
offenders 

I was only partly relieved to 
see that the recent sentencing of 
three youths found guilty of tor- 
turing animals included proba- 
tion, psychiatric treatment and 
participation in a national pro- 
gram in animal care designed 
for such offenders 

Any shelter participating in 
such a program would be ill 
advised to do so without ensur- 
ing proper authorization and 
resources to do so from its 
board, executive officers, mem- 
bers, insurers donors and 
lawyers.

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In the late 1940s in Andover, when I was 
very young, I sometimes saw quarantine 
signs on the front of houses. The signs indi- 
cated that someone inside the house had an 
infectious disease. Commonly, the disease 
was scarlet fever, tuberculosis or measles. 
Quarantine signs were probably common for 
years before the late 40s, but that was before 
my time. 

Near our house, a teenage boy had scarlet 
fever, and a quarantine sign went up. Scarlet 
fever is a virus that can migrate to the heart 
and cause permanent damage. In the case of 
the teenage boy, it did move to his heart and 
caused his premature death as a young adult. Today, antibiotics usu- 
ally prevent the spread of the disease to the heart. 

Tuberculosis carried a high fatality rate, and, although the vac- 
cine for tuberculosis was developed in 1926, it was not until the late 
‘40s and early '50s that it was used widely in the United States. 

Before vaccinations for the illness, measles was a disease most of 
us suffered through when we were children. It was part of child- 
hood, along with chicken pox, rubella and mumps. Ninety five per- 
cent of American children had measles before they were age 15. On 
occasion in the 20th century there were measles epidemics, and | 
suspect that quarantine signs were put up to avoid overwhelming the 
health-care system as much as for any other reason. Measles began 
to be controlled with the development of a vaccine first used in the 
early ’60s and perfected in 1979. (Measles is still a problem of occa- 
sional epidemic proportion in areas of the world that are under-vac- 
cinated, including some first world countries.) 

In the 19th and early 20th centuries, people who had tuberculo- 
sis (TB) were isolated and often put in tuberculosis sanatoria for 
long periods of time (months and even years). Some houses built in 
the early 20th century in Andover had small sick rooms that were 
constructed specifically to aid in the isolation and recovery of TB 
patients. I lived in a house with this design in Shawsheen. 

The idea of separating the sick from the healthy is ancient and 
anyone familiar with the Bible knows that lepers were sent off to live 
in leper colonies. The word “quarantine” comes from 14th century

practice in Venice where incoming ships were required to sit at 
anchor for 40 days (the Italian words “quaranta giorni” mean 40 
days) before landing. If anyone aboard ship got the “black death” 
during the waiting period, the ship was sent away. 

Just so we understand the difference, infectious sick people are 
“isolated,” and healthy people who have been near infectious sick 
people are “quarantined” so that they won’t spread the disease. 

The term “Typhoid Mary” is dying out today, and very few peo- 
ple know who Typhoid Mary was. Typhoid Mary (Mary Mallon) 
was the first healthy person in the United States known to carry 
typhoid fever virus. Typhoid, fatal in 10 percent of the cases, is 
spread through ingested water or food and Typhoid Mary was a 
cook. Beginning about 1906 she stasted infecting people — 47 in 
all, three of whom died. She was put in forced isolation in a small 
Cottage near the East River in New York. She spent 26 years in iso- 
lation and died in the cottage. She and some civil libertarians 
thought she had a bad deal. 

A vaccine for typhoid became available in 1911 and, eventual- 
ly, it all but eradicated the disease in the US. 

Although vaccines have been successful in fighting a lot of dis- 
eases in the United States, quarantining has not gone away and the 
US Public Health Service is empowered to detain, medically 
examine, and quarantine people who afe suspected of carrying cer- 
tain diseases. By executive order these diseases are: cholera, diph- 
theria, tuberculosis, plague, smallpox, yellow fever, Marburg, 
Ebola, SARS, and now — very recently added to the list — avian flu. 
Many public health experts credit quarantining for controlling 
SARS (Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome) in North America 
When the disease appeared spread from Asia to Canada in 2003. 
Many state and local health officials also have the ability to quar- 
antine within their jurisdictions. 

Here’s quick primer about avian flu for those of you who 
haven't been closely following the story. About two weeks ago, 
President George Bush and public health authorities began the 
process of preparing the public for a possible avian flu pandemic 
(avian flu is also called bird flu and HSN1). The experts are divid- 
ed, but everyone agrees that, if a pandemic hits, the US is not pre- 
pared. Two weeks ago, a scientific team announced that it had 
determined that the Spanish flu pandemic that killed 50 million 
people worldwide in 1918 was a bird flu that jumped to humans. 

Today’s bird flu has been moving Slowly but surely through 
Asia since 1997 and now, just a week ago, was discovered in east- 
em Europe. Within the past year it has spread from birds to other 
animals, including a few humans in Asia (116 cases reported, 65 
died). The scenario that is most feared is human to human infec- 
tion. That has probably happened, according to the director of the 
National Vaccine Program Office (as reported in the New York 
Times on Oct. 9). 

If the report of the human to human mutation is accurate, it is

we see a virus of this nature 
strike everywhere at once, I 
think we could see outcomes 
that would be virtually impossi- 
ble to imagine.” 

Some scientists say the never- 
before seen strain of flu could 
pose a far greater threat than 
smallpox, AIDS or anthrax. 

Like most flu viruses, HSN] 
started in birds, such as geese, 
ducks and swans in Asia. Post 
mortem exams on birds killed 
by the virus shows that their 
lungs fill up with fluid and 
blood. 

In Massachusetts, the state 
Department of Public Health has 
been preparing for the onset of 
such an outbreak for the past 
decade, according to Donna 
Rheaume, spokeswoman. 

“We've been working on a 
pandemic awareness plan for 
about 10 years now. Whether it’s 
Avian flu or another strain, we 
have been taking a number of 
steps toward prevention,” 
Rheaume said. Part of the state’s 
ongoing “awareness plan” has 
involved enlisting the help of 
other agencies, securing about 
4,000 hospital beds across the 
state and identifying emergency 
dispensing sites, should there be 
a need for mass vaccinations. 

But Rheaume could not 
answer if there in fact would be 
enough doses available if the 
need for mass vaccinations aris- 
es. 

“We are more prepared today 
than we were yesterday,” 
Rheaume said. “This a process 
that is always changing. There is 
more than one plan and we're 
constantly modifying plans as 
we lear more. We were one of 
the first states to start thinking 
about (pandemic awareness) and 
we will continue to take as many 
Steps as possible to be ready.” 

The “big scare,” said Penney 
is the high mortality rate caused 


by the virus — about 60 percent — 
making it the most lethal flu 
virus known to date. The last 
large-scale pandemic to hit was 
the Spanish flu of 1918, which is 
estimated to have killed as many 
as 50 million people worldwide. 

As of Wednesday, the US 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention has reported 116 
cases of humans infected with 
Avian flu since January 2004: 91 
in Vietnam, 17 in Thailand, four 
in Cambodia and four in Indone- 
sia. Out of these cases, 60 peo- 
ple have died. The most recent 
was a 26-year-old women in 
Indonesia who succumbed to the 
virus on Sept. 26. 

Most of the human infections 
are thought to be caused by 
direct contact with infected 
poultry. The threat of an epidem- 
ic will be greatly increased if the 
virus gains the ability to spread 
from human to human, which 
health experts say is likely. 

The CDC states that “a few 
cases of limited person-to-per- 
son spread of HSN1 viruses may 
have occurred.” Several clusters 
of human H5NI cases in Viet- 
nam are currently being investi- 
gated for person-to-person trans- 
mission. 

The CDC also states that it 
has not recommended that the 
general public avoid travel to 
any of the countries affected by 
HSN1. The national health orga- 
nization has begun a $5.5 mil- 
lion initiative to improve flu sur- 
veillance in Asia. 

“The problem is that there is 
no way to predict the timing on 
this,” Penney said. “It may take 
three to five to 10 years for the 
virus to develop the ability (to 
transmit human-to-human). If 
that’s the case that would be 
great because maybe by then we 
will have enough vaccine stock- 
piled. But the unknown scare is 
just when it will hit and how 
fast. Right now we are not 
ready.”

A ‘downtown institution,’ 
he owned Andover Photo

A longtime downtown busi- 
Ness Owner is being remembered 
for his appealing old-school 
demeanor and involvement in 
town, 

Dick Chapell, 77, longtime 
owner of Andover Photo on 
Barnard Street, died Monday, 
Oct. 10, 

“He was a downtown institu- 
tion,” said Enzo Fossella, a fel- 
low longtime downtown busi- 
ness owner. “He was very 
involved in making sure the 
downtown would be successful 
back in the day when the down- 
town business group was very 
active.” 

Fossella, who owns a men’s 
clothing shop in Olde Andover 
Village which used to be located 
in Elm Square, said Chapell sat 
on many committees and busi- 
ness boards. 

“It’s a very sad time for 
downtown. He will be missed,” 
Fossella said. 

The senior center also lost a 
good friend. 

“I will always remember him 
as quite the gentleman,” said 
Marian Aziz of the Senior Con- 
nections program at the 
Andover Senior Center on Whit- 
tier Street. 

Senior Connections is a sup- 
portive social day care program 
and Chapell took part in various 
activities. 

“We bowled, played cards 
and he was just a great guy,” 
Aziz added. 

It was business as usual but a 
somewhat somber mood at 
Andover Photo on Tuesday 
where manager Kevin Anthony 
said Chapell was generous with 
his time and advice. 

“He was very old-school, as 
it was OK to talk to people, and 
he gave them lots of his time. 
It’s not the rush we are used to 
today,” said Anthony, who knew 
Chapell for more than 20 years. 

Mr. Chapell had owned the 
store since 1978. Town history 
records show he bought the for- 
mer Look Photo in the Mus- 
grove Building on Main Street 
and relocated the business to 
Barnard Street and named it 
Andover Photo. 

Until his retirement in 2004, 
he could be found for the past 
25 years operating his store, 
which he always said “was one 
of the last camera specialty 
stores.” 

Mr. Chapell was born in West 
Hartford, Conn., where he grad- 
uated from Kingswood School 
in 1945. He went on to graduate 
from Williams College with the 
class of 1950, but took time off 
to serve in the Army with Bat- 
tery B, 17th Field Artillery at 
Fort Sill, Okla., from 1946 to 
1948. He then earned a graduate 
degree at Stanford Business 
School in 1957, 

Mr. Chapell worked as a 
financial analyst at manufactur- 
ing companies such as Park- 
wood Laminates, Towle Silver, 
and H.P. Hood. He then started 
Windy Ridge Consultants to 
serve small businesses as a con- 
sultant. 

At the time, one of his clients 
was Look Photo. Fueled by his 
love for and extensive technical 
knowledge about photography, 
he bought and ran the store as 
Andover Photo until his retire- 
ment in 2004. 

It was through the Williams 
Outing Club that Mr. Chapell 
developed a love for the out- 
doors that lasted the rest of his 
life. In the 1970s, he ran numer- 
ous backpacking and bicycling 
trips through what was then the 
YWCA Outing Club. As an

Some home fashion trends 
come and go quickly — velvet 
paintings, for instance. Others 
began as fads but now seem here 
to stay - the use of man-made 
materials to substitute for other- 
Wise costly materials, once a 
fashion faux pas, is now 
embraced, and can mean greater 
durability than natural materials 
such as slate and hardwoods 
provide. 

Still other trends have a pedi- 
gree that harks back to the days 
when knighthood might have 
been in flower. The so-called 
“great room” is one of these. 

In fact, an Internet search 
turns up references to a 
“megaron” in ancient Greece 
that denotes nothing less than a 
throne room with Space to 
accommodate the many dele- 
gates and petitioners that gov- 
emments always attract. This is 
4 concept that any believer in “a 
man’s home is his castle” might 
endorse. 


Speaking for himself 

An American interpretation 
of the great room is reflected in 
the layout of a functional log 
cabin, in which the many activi- 
ties of life, from cooking to 
homecrafts to sleeping, took 
place in a single room. 

One of the oldest colonial 
buildings on the continent, the 
John and Priscilla Alden House 
in Duxbury, Mass. features a 
great room that served nearly all 
the functions of a home in the 
17th century. Part kitchen, living 
room, dining room and best bed- 
room, the style was common in 
early colonial houses, 

Called “hall-and-parlor” 
style, the floorplan featured gen- 
e€rous proportions (the restored 
Alden great room is 18 feet 
square), one or, at most, two 
rooms and a central chimney 
that was the heart of the home. 


Midwestern nice 

The first 20th century incar- 
nation of the residential great 
room appears in the work of 
architect Frank Lloyd Wright, 
the most famous designer of the 
“prairie school” of architecture. 

At the time of Wright’s for- 
mal education in the 1880s, 
home exteriors reflected classi- 
cal styles, especially Greek 
revival. Interior spaces were 
assembled from multiple small 
single-function rooms, 

Wright broke with that tradi- 
tion to create a unified space that 
incorporated kitchen, dining and 
living spaces into one fluid area. 
He called it “destruction of the

box,” and it had nothing of a 
“log-cabin” feeling. In fact, 
Wright would sometimes incor. 
porate an undersized entryway 
to the great room that would 
heighten the impact of the large 
Space on the visitor. 

Typically a great room would 
consist of kitchen, dining, and 
family room spaces flowing 
together, at least visually. Also 
common would be a vaulted 
ceiling and large windows that 
would lighten the room and 
merge it somewhat with the out- 
doors. 


By any other name 

The great room is making a 
comeback, but its function. 
always an elusive thing, contin- 
ues to change, making a current 
definition hard to pin down. 

“In some respects the great 
room of today’s newly con- 
structed house is an expansion 


of the family room of the ‘70s 


and 80s,” says Chris Doherty of 


Prudential Howe and Doherty 
Real Estate, 14 Bartlet St., 
Andover. 

The difference, he says, is the 
sheer size, a fact that lends the 
space to multiple uses, 

“More than one activity can 
80 on at one time,” says Doher- 
ty. “Sometimes a billiard or pool 
table might be at one end, a fire- 
place and conversation area at 
the other.” 


Single-purpose y. multi-use 

One completely modern 
approach is the combination of 
single-purpose rooms with multi- 
Purpose spaces in today’s new 
homes. 

According to Doherty, people 
still expect a formal living room, 
dining room, and other dedicated 
spaces along with the new great 
room. 


“People who have installed 
home theaters, for example,” he 
says, “don’t want to dilute that 
use by combining it with a room 
full of people chatting or playing 
pool. So they will want both.” 

The great room, then, is a more 
informal space designed to pro- 
vide the freedom to host large 
events. “It will get used more than 
the living or dining rooms com- 
bined,” says Doherty, “but for dif- 
ferent events,” 

One reason for the popularity 
of the great room with builders is 
the addition of three-car garages, 
“It's something people building in 
Andover expect, along with the 
master bedroom suite,” Says 
Doherty. “And with the three-car 
garage comes space above that 
that adds to the footprint of the 
house. Builders are reluctant to 
build a home without a dining 
room or living room, because the 
floorplan has to interest a number 


Dressed to sell — or not

As more and more profes- 
sional tricks of the trade are 
revealed about the real estate 
industry, homeowners are learn- 
ing new ways to improve their 
home’s chances of selling. 

Television shows such as 
Trading Spaces have popular- 
ized the “instant” home 
makeover. People seem to have 
an insatiable appetite for these 
ubiquitous home transforma- 
tions, which encompass every- 
thing from low-budget cosmetic 
treatments to back-to-the-studs 
remodeling. 

A short-term or weekend 
project that could work the same 
kind of dramatic visual 
improvement on a house that is 
up for sale might mean the 
house sells more quickly. 

That is exactly what happens, 
according to Chris Doherty of 
Prudential, Howe & Doherty 
Real Estate at 12 Bartlet St. 
“Staging is a technique profes- 
sional brokers have always used 
to improve buyers’ reactions to a 
home,” he says. 

“Anything that creates posi- 
tive emotions about the property 
help with the sale.”

packaging a home 
to sell 


A few tried and true prin- 
ciples that real estate profes- 
sionals have found over the 
years can improve the appeal 
of the average house: 


Depersonalize 
No matter how beloved that 
collection of ceramic pigs, 
nor how precious the glass 
case filled with childhood tro- 
phies, anything too personal 
doesn’t leave room for the 
buyer to imagine his own tro- 
Phies on display. 


Simplify 
Removing at least some 

furniture can make rooms 
feel more spacious. 


Paint 
Inside or out, a new coat of 
paint brightens, cleans up, 

perks up a home. 


Clean 
Windows especially can 

make all the difference in the 
look and feel of a room. 


“That positive reaction is a 
lot easier to get when the 
prospective buyer walks up a 
brick walk free of weeds, to a 
freshly painted door with a 
crisp, shiny knocker.” 

Doherty suggests a few tech- 
niques that any seller ought to 
use. Thinning out the furnish- 
ings to give a better feel for the 
spaciousness of rooms, remov- 
ing clutter and giving every sur- 
face and window a thorough 
cleaning are the very minimum 
approaches. 

Beyond these basics, Says 
Doherty, homeowners run the 
danger of putting too much into 
the home. One problem with 
attempting to stage one’s own 
home is the difficulty in distin- 
guishing the tasks with a high 
payback. 

“That’s one reason that a 
small industry has grown up 
around staging a home before 
putting it on the market in order 
to increase its appeal to a wider 
range of potential buyers,” says 
Doherty. “Not everyone can do 
it.” 

There is a cliche built into 
this scenario ~ as well as an 
additional danger for the home- 


of buyers. So that space is addi- 
tional.” 

The great room is something 
that is hard to come by in the 
older housing stock in Andover. 
Research with the Andover His- 
torical Society did not turn up a 
single mention. 

According to Doherty,the 
great room can measure 24 feet 
square or as much as 24 by 30 
feet. Older homes don’t lend 
themselves to the disproportionate 
size of a great room. Anyone 
wanting to add to an older home 
would probably add a family 
room.” 


Size as problem and solution 

With the added space that 
seems so desirable, comes a new 
set of problems. Chief among 
them is what to do with the new 
space. 

The so-called “cathedral ceil- 
ing” is a feature many people 


look for in a house. The prob- 
lem is that a high-vaulted ceil- 
ing can make people feel small. 
That might be a good thing, 
intentional even, in a cathedral 
It can be an uncomfortable feel- 
ing in one’s own home. 

Especially when a vaulted 
ceiling is combined with a gen- 
erous floor plan that exceeds 
700 square feet, a great room 
can be a vast, intimidating plain 
of carpet or hardwood, A cluster 
of furniture that would fill an 
ordinary living room can seem 
to huddle together, dwarfed by 
the space. 

One solution has been the 
carving of the space into smaller 
spaces. A common subdivision 
of a great room has been the par- 
titioning off of one end to form a 
Separate room plus a full bath. 

The result is a potential guest 
bedroom or, in the case of an

Think ahead 

On the other hand, the space 
can be tamed by judicious plan- 
hing. A great room doesn’t have 
to be a huge empty space if that 
Space can be carved into a num- 
ber of visually connected but 
distinct centers. 

The key to taming the space, 
Says interior designer Paula 
Daher of Andover, is to begin 
with a plan, which is what she 
did with the home of Debra and 
William McQuaide of Andover. 

The McQuaide home, says 
Daher, is an older home that 
needed expansion to accommo- 
date the family’s need for active 
family space. 

The McQuaides originally 
wanted a larger family room. 
They wanted to create the new 
space while retaining their exist- 
ing family room, which has a 
wood stove and brick surround. 
There was an enclosed sun 
porch that was underused, and 
the initial idea was to replace the 
porch with the addition. 

Says Daher, “The first thing I 
do is study the way the current 
Space is used and consider the 
needs of the owners. It’s impor- 
tant to understand why the space 
is needed, and how it will be 
used.” 

The homeowners’ wish list 
of features for the new room 
were considered and only then 
did Daher develop a plan. 

“Space planning is first,” she 
explains. “The family room and 
kitchen were each completely 
enclosed within four walls, and 
the sun porch where the new 
room would be placed was 
unused.” Just sticking a new 
space where the old porch had 
been might mean a larger 
unused room. 

“It could have ended up 
being just an oversized mud-

Instead, Daher opened the 
kitchen to the family room, 
made open space where the 
small eat-in area of the kitchen 
had been and moved a large 
table into the old family room 
which serves for family dining.

four sides. The room also fea- 
tured five beams that were 
removed. The lower, chamfered 
ceiling provides a more com- 
fortable, intimate space in the 
family room and a contrast to 
the high ceiling in the great 
room addition. 

In the great room, which 
measures 30 feet wide by 28 
feet long, the french doors the 
family wanted are on two sides, 
but the rear wall is broken hori- 
zontally by window seats and 
the fireplace. 

Another feature Daher intro- 
duced to keep the 20-foot ceil- 
ing heights from overpowering 
the great room was to insert 
architectural details such as the 
cornice molding some 6 feet 
above the mantelpiece. 

The fireplace is the focal 
point of the room, along with 
the plasma screen television sus- 
pended a careful distance above 
the mantel. Says Daher, “This 
was the first item on the 
McQuaides’ wish list and it took 
careful planning to mount it at 
just the right height for viewing 
without an awkward upturn of 
the head. 

“Not to mention calculating 
the right depth for the mantel to 
protect it from the heat generat- 
ed by the gas fireplace,” she 
adds. She also says that the 
electronics for all the media 
were installed by audio-visual

Space solutions 

With a space this large, some 
compromise is demanded. The 
acoustics of the room, for 
instance, precluded the bare 
hardwood floors the McQuaides 
preferred. 

“Fortunately Mrs. McQuaide 
has a very good flair and found a 
perfect carpet that introduced 
color into the room,” says 
Daher. “It was very important 
that the colors flow from one 
room to the next and the rug 
gave us a palette of chocolate 
brown with green and a cerise 
red, along with a hint of blue.” 

The great room accommo- 
dates two large sofas that pick 
up the green in the carpet and 
two complementary red chairs. 

The family room was all fin- 
ished in the red hues found in 
the carpet. The floor in the fam- 
ily room presented a surprise 
when the floor covering was lift- 
ed and the wide pine floorboards 
were exposed. 

The family room acquired 
two built-in desks for the chil- 
dren and is now the focal point 
for homework and family activ- 
ities.

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Color just one way to scale down

“What can I do about my 
great room?’ 

That’s the single most fre- 
quently asked question Aimee 
Desrosiers fields when she 
teaches her class in interior 
painting. 

“They’ve moved into a new 
house and now they have this 
‘great room’ to decorate. They 
don't know where to begin,” 
says Desrosiers. 

Desrosiers teaches a one- 
night “Color Boot Camp for 
Homeowners” course at North- 
ern Essex Community College 
in Lawrence. 

“People sign up for the 
Course not because they want to 
become interior decorators,” 
says Desrosiers, “but because 

they have been shopping at the 
retail stores and not getting the 
kind of help they need.” 

According to the course 
description, “color selection is 
an art rooted in science. So what 
do you do when you are faced 
with the question, ‘What color 
should I paint my room?’ This 
seminar will help you increase 

your color aptitude and develop 
several approaches to finding 
color solutions.” 

Solutions are unique to each 
individual Situation, but 
Desrosiers Says that today’s new 
construction poses different 
problems than older, antique 
spaces, 

In an effort to appeal to the 
Widest audience of home buy- 
ers, builders do not put in the 
details that hint at the uses for 
the space. “In large spaces 
found in antique New England 
homes,” says Desrosiers, “even 
if the space is cavernous, the 
uses are generally defined by 
architectural details such as win- 
dows, floors, mouldings.” 

In some respects that can be 
viewed as an Opportunity, since 
the homeowners are free to 
define the uses and carve the 
space to suit their personal 
needs. But the task can loom 
large when the obvious uses, 
such as dining room, living 

room, media room and so on all 
have dedicated spaces, 

Color, then, can only con- 
tribute so much to conquering 
the space problem posed by a 


great room. Desrosiers offers 
the following tips — not all paint 
related — to help scale large 
rooms down to more human 
dimensions. 

Color: Limit your color 
palette to hues with the same 
intensity. Using the same tones 
of different colors will mark a 
change in the purpose of the 
space while maintaining overall 
cohesiveness. 

To cohesively unite adjacent 
Spaces, consider repeating the 
same hue throughout the space. 
For example, implementing 
same-color moulding through- 
out an open space can success-

* Smoke alarms save lives. 
Install smoke alarms outside 
each sleeping area and on each 
additional level of the home. 

* If people sleep with doors 
closed, install smoke alarms 
inside the rooms as well. 

* Use the test button to check 
each smoke alarm once a month. 
When necessary, replace batter- 
ies immediately. Replace all bat- 
teries at least once a year. 

* Vacuum cobwebs and dust 
away from the smoke alarms 
monthly. 

* Smoke alarms become less 
Sensitive over time. Replace 
smoke alarms every 10 years. 

* Consider equipping the 
home with one or more working 
fire extinguishers, and get 
trained in their use by the local 
fire department.

Smoke detectors & radiation 
Smoke detectors and alarms 
are important home-safety 
devices. The twO most common 
kinds are ioniZation chamber 
and photoelectric detectors. 
Photoelectric detectors work 
by sounding when smoke 
obscures a beam of light. They 
work best for fires that produce 
a lot of smoke. 
lonization-chamber smoke 
detectors contain small amounts 
of radioactive material encapsu- 
lated in a metal Chamber. 
These detectors take advan- 
tage of the ions created by ioniz- 
ing radiation to develop a low, 
but steady electrical current. 
Smoke particles entering the 
chamber disrupt the current and 
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trigger the detector’s alarm. 
Ionization chamber detectors 
react more quickly to fast flam- 
ing fires that give off little 
smoke. 


Should I worry? 

The radiation source in an 
ionization chamber detector is a 
very small disc, (3 to 5 mm in 
diameter), composed of americi- 
um-241 in a gold matrix. 

Americium emits alpha parti- 
cles and low energy gamma 
rays. It has a half-life of about 
432 years. The long half-life 
means that americium decays 
very slowly, emitting very little 
radiation. At the end of the 10- 
year useful life of the smoke 
detector, it retains essentially all 
its original activity. 

As long as the radiation 
source stays in the detector,

exposures would be negligible, 
since alpha particles cannot trav- 
el very far or penetrate even a 
single sheet of paper, and the 
gamma rays emitted by americi- 
um are relatively weak. If the 
source were removed, it would 
be very easy for a small child to 
swallow, but even then expo- 
sures would be very low, 
because the source would pass 
through the body fairly rapidly. 


Own a smoke alarm 

Regardless of which technol- 
ogy is used, the product label, 
user's manual or warranty 
should state its expected useful 
life. For example, smoke alarms 
with the UL label have been cer- 
tified with an expected useful 
life of 10 years. The product 
label also tells whether this 
includes the life of the battery. 

If the detector does not have 
a lithium long-life battery (10 
years), fire officials recommend 
changing the batteries at the 
same time the clocks are turned 
back each year at the end of 
Daylight Saving Time. 

Smoke alarms and heat 
detectors (which sense the heat 
from fire, but do not detect 
smoke) are relatively inexpen- 
sive. A smoke alarm can usually 
be purchased for $10 to $25. 
Many companies make separate 
products using either photoelec- 
tric or ionization technologies, 
or a combination of the two. 

Smoke and heat detector 
technologies may also be com- 
bined with home break-in alarm 
equipment to provide a total 
home security system connected 
to local fire and police services. 

Whether choosing an electri- 
cal or battery operated model, 
read the packaging and follow 
the manufacturer's recommen- 
dations for installation, testing 
and maintenance to ensure max- 
imum protection. 


Disposing of smoke detectors 

Both photoelectric and ion- 
ization smoke alarms contain 
plastic and electronic circuit 
boards and often alkaline or 
lithium batteries. Ionization 
models also include a chamber 
containing radioactive material 
incorporated into a gold matrix. 
Because of its long half-life, the 
amount of radioactive material 
in the smoke alarm at the end of 
its useful life will be about the 
same as when purchased. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency's household waste 
program encourages waste 
reduction and minimization. 
State and local practices for safe 
disposal of smoke alarms vary, 
but most communities seek to 
limit the amount of material that 
requires disposal in solid waste 
landfills and incinerators. Waste 
minimization reduces costs and 
protects the environment. 

Some State Radiation Con- 
trol Programs conduct an annual 
round-up of ionization smoke 
alarms similar to the roundup of 
batteries or hazardous house- 
hold chemicals. 

Other state or local govern- 
ments recommend returning the 
used smoke alarm to the suppli- 
er. The address of the supplier is 
usually listed in the product 
warranty or user’s manual. If the 
smoke detector has an alkaline 
or lithium battery, follow local 
community recycling standards 
for disposal.

In instances of a severe short 
circuit, dangerously high levels 
of electrical current will flow 
through a home's wiring. That's 
when circuit breakers trip open 
to protect the home and family. 

Unfortunately, the current 
level needed to trip a breaker is 
much higher than the amount 
needed to deliver a powerful and 
possibly lethal electrical shock. 

In the case of a ground fault 
condition, for instance, anyone 
can be at risk from serious elec- 
trical shock, but the circuit 
breaker may not detect a high 
enough current level to cause it 
to trip. However, there is a 
source of added protection in 
such an instance. It’s known as a 
GFCI, and it’s designed to pro-
